3. Form of certificate and Fee. (1) A certificate under 
Section 5 shall be in Form I appended to these Rules. 

(2) A certificate under Section 5 shall be granted oni 
payment of a fee of 50 paise. 

4. Collection and cancellation of certificates. In the case 
of an Animal slaughtered under a certificate issued under 
Section 5 such certificate shall be collected by a 
person appointed by the competent authority who shall 
forward the same to the Competent authority. The 
Competent authority shall thereupon cancel the certifi- 
cate. 

5. Other duties of the competent authority. It shall be the 
duty of the competent Authority to sec that no Animal 
arc slaughtered unless certified under the Act and except 
in place specified under Section 6.
